Sgorrony 1, Be it enacted by the Council and House of Represents-
tives of the Territory of Minnesota, that the inhabitants ¢ut'tled to vote
in School District number one, township thirty, north of range twenty west,
when law{olly assembled in any district meeting, shall bavepowerby a ma-
jority of the votes of those present to levy o special district ta:, pot ¢x-
ceeding the sum of three thousand dollors on the taxable prope.‘y in the
district, as tho meeting shall deem sufficient for the purpose of Luilding
and completing u suitable building or baildings, for school honse or houses
in said district.

Sec. 2. That the said tax shall be assessed and collected with an addition
of five per centum on the same, which shall be allowed to the clerk of
said dlistrict for eollecting the same, in all respects in the manner provided
in chapter twenty-nine of the Revised Statutes of this Territory.
